The hall and galleries of I he House, 


llarrisburg, were crowded to the utmost 
Ust Tuesday evening, when A. London 
Snowden, ex-Minister to Greece, deliv- 
ered an address on the topic of the hour 
by special invitation o£ the Legislature 
The audience was composed of members 
and citizens of Ha.riisburg, aud there 
was a large number of ladies present 


After the address an informal recep 


tion wai held, during which the orator 
of the evening was presented to a major- 
ity of the Senators and Representatives 
The details were in charge of Speaker 
Boyer, who was very much pleased with 
the success of the entire affair. 


In p'irt Colonel Suo-vden said : 
All eyes ate now especially turned to- 


ward the Bust, and honest humanity 
eveiywhere manifests sympathy with the 
downtrodden Christians of Armenia and 
Crete and approval o£ the heroic stand 
taken by Greece in behalf of their breth- 
ren in blood and religion. When we 
consider the accumulated wrongs that 
have been indicted for centuries by the 
Mussulman upon the Christian popula- 
tion within her jurisdiction, we are lost 
in amazement that they could have been 
so long tolerated b^the great civilized 
governments of Europe. Our wonder 
increases in these latter times, when we 
contemplate the fact that within recent 
years the united action of these nations 
could h-we suppressed Armenian perse- 
cution and liberated Crete from Turkish 
domination and permitted her people to 
unite themselves to their Hellenic breth- 
ren . 


That this has not been done long ago 


is due lo the utter selfishness that has 
controlled Europe for years and dictated 
its policy ou the E istern question. Il is 
riot the influence of Cbiistian civilization 
that moulds this policy, but jnalou3v, 
Ifiir and the greed of power. When the 
chronicler of the future comes to write 
this dark chapter in the world's history, 
if he hesitates to give the whole truth, 
his ingenuity will be severely laxed to 
find an excuse for the rulers of the six 
great powers, who have not only failed 
to give support to the suffer.ing Christian 
population of Turkey, but in this century 
have practically, by their timorous and 
time-serving policy, encouraged the Sul 
tan to permit if not instigate brutalities 
and wholesale murders that have appall- 
ed humanity, and that stand unrivalled 
among the crimes that darken the pages 
of history. 


The horror of that reign of brutality 


and blood has come with a shudder down 
the ages, even to our time, and will con- 
tinue through all time. In our enlight- 
ened civilization, we were foolish enough 
to believe that the age for the persecu- 
tion of men, women and children for 


been continued wilt more or less rigor, 
with more or lesa brutality, but always 
continued. They have oft times made 
heroic but unsuccessful resistance to the 
tyrant, but without avail. The father 
falling in the fight, has handed his weap- 
on to his sou, who, following the example 
of his father, has bequeathed to his suc- 
cessor the defense of all that makes life 
tolerable. And so the battle for home, 
for honor and religion has been continu- 
ed through the ages, whilst the rulers of 
Europe have remained unresponsive to 
the ciy for succor that has come from an 
oppressed Christian people. Greece has 
sympathized—deeply sympathized with 
tier suffering brothers of Crete, but since 
her own emancipation from Turkish 
domination her hands have been bound 
by European complications,

Jefferson retired to Monticello at the 


age of 06 jears, after 40 years of contin- 
uous public service, so "seriously im- 
poverished," as tbe chronicles have it, 
"that he was not sure of being allowed 
to leave Washington without being ar- 
rested by his creditors." 


Madison at the close of his second 


term was OB years of age. He spent the 
rest of bis days with bis books and his 
friends. 


President Monroe, when be retired 


from the White House, on March 4,1825, 
at 
BY years of age, went to his modest 


home at Orik Hill, Loudoun county, Va. 
There he accepted an election to the of- 
fice" of local magistrate. 
He thought 


that ex-presidents should not be party 
leaders. 


Tbe junior Adams left the executive 


mansion for retirement, to be soon bro" 
ken by his return to Washington as a 
member of the bouse of representatives, 
five years later, in 1831. In 1S48, in the 
capitol, he died in tbe harness, aged 81 
years, and the oldest member of the 
house. 


"Old Hickory" rode down the avenue 


on tbe 4Ui of March, 1837, tbe weather 
being remarkably pleasant, by the side 
of his successor, in/a handsome phaeton 
made of wood from the historic frigate 
Constitution, The vehicle was a present 
from the Democrats of New Yoik. After 
the inaugural ceremonies on the eastern 
portico, perhaps the first in the style of 
the programme now in use for such oc- 
casions, he repaired at once to his Her- 
mitage retreat, near Nashville. Here 
his eventful and aggressive life closed in 
becoming peace and grateful retirement

exercised by him while president. 


The first Harrison lived just one month 


after his inauguration. He had called 
an extra session on the 17th of April, 
1847, 
but did not live to that date. 


President Tyler retired to his Virginia 


home March 4, 1847, at the age of 8-5. 
He remained in retirement until the be- 
ginning of the civil war, when he be- 
came a member of the Confederate con- 
gress and died in 1802 


President Polk retired to his home at 


Nashville, but survived only a few 
months, dying in 1849, aged .34 years. 


President Taylor died at the executive 


mansion in 1850, and Fillmore, who suc- 
ceeded him, retired in 1853 to his home 
in Buffalo, anil in 1856 was the defeated 
nominee for president of the National 
American party. He died in 1874, aged 
74 years. 


President Pierce, after the 4th of 


March, 1857, retired to his home in Con- 
cord, N. H., where he died in 1809, aged 
Go years. 


President Buchanan retired from the 


executive office in 18(11 to his home near 
Lancaster, Pa., and for the remainder 
of his public life was a very much abused 
ex-president. 


The sad ending of uhe lives of "the 


martyred presidents," Lincoln and Gar- 
field, are familiar history. 


President Andrew Johnson retired to 


bis home in Greenville, Tenn.. on the 
expiration of his term of office in I Sli'J. 
He participated in the political discus- 
sions of the times and was elected to the 
United States senate in 1875, but lived 
only a few weeks after returning to 
public life in Washington. 


President Grant, in 1877, after the 


termination of his eight years as presi- 
dent, made a tour of the world, which 
was one of the moat noted incidents of 
his latter years. He was enthusiastically 
urged for the Republican nomination 
for president in 1880. 


President Hayes, at tbe end of his 


term of four years, retired to his home 


Two men have recently paid the enor- 


mous sum of a dollar a mile for the en- 
tire distance which they traveled on 
special trains to reach tbe bedsides of 
dying relatives. Tbe first of these was 
Robert Treat Paine, who traveled from 
Washington to Boston in eleven hours 
and thirty-three minutes, a distance of 
444 miles. The second was II. J. May- 
ham, who journeyed from New York to 
Denver, that part of the trip from Chi- 
cago to Denver being made by a special 
train, a distance of 1.025 miles, in eigh- 
teen hours and fifty-three minutes. The 
run made by the trains which carried 
Mr. Paine will not at arst, on tbe baois 
of fast time, seem as extraordinary as it 
really is. To thoroughly appreciate it 
it must be understood that this journey 
involved crossing tbe Hudson liver at 
Jersey City and driving from Cortlandt 
street, New irork, the landing point of 
the Pennsylvania ferry, to Fourth ave- 
nue and Forty-second street, tbe Grand 
Central Depot, a trip that would occupy, 
at the shortest calculation, one hour. 
To make it in even this time it would be 
necessary to board a ferryboat almost al 
tbe moment of departure and to step 
from the ferry bouse into a waiting car- 
riage. In addition, there must be figured 
in the necessary delay of a few minutes 
at the depot before tbe departure of the 
train. 


On the eight of March 9 Mr. Paine re- 


ceived news in Washington that his wife 
was dying in Boston. The fastest train 
from Washington to New York is the 
Congressional Limited over tbe Pennsyl- 
vania, which makes the run under ordi- 
nary circumstances in five hours. This 
train had left Washington when the 
news of bis wife's condition reached Mr. 
Paine. He therefore secured a special 
train from the Pennsylvania, and at 8 27 
p. m. started for New York. The run 
over the Pennsylvania road—227 miles- 
was made in four hours and forty-five 
minutes, twenty-five minutes less than 
the schedule time of the Congressional 
Limited, which brought the train to 
New York at 112. 


The journey across the Hudson and 


from the foot of Cortlandt street to the 
Grand Central depot consumed one houi 
and fourteen minutes, making the time 


at Fremont, 0., where he led a quiet 
but useful life until hia death in 1893. 
When he was last in Washington, he 
was seen on foot marching in a.proces- 
sion of the Grand Army of the Eepublic, 
which, in 1892, held its annual grand en- 
campment in that city. 


President Arthur went from official 


life at the White House in 1885 to New 
York city, where he resumed the prac- 
tice of his profession, the law, but he 
was suddenly called from a busy career, 
lamented generally by hii country, not 
long after his successor, Mr. Cleveland, 
entered upon his duties.— Atlanta Con- 
stitution. 


of the arrival at the depot 226 a. m. 
The special train which had been tele- 
graphed for was standing on the tracks 
of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford, and two minutes from thi- 
time of Mr. Paine's arrival at the depot 
the special pulled out—2 28 a. rn. At 8 
o'clock that same morning Mr. Paine 
stepped out of the special into the Boston 
and Providence depot, the run from 
New York to Bos'on having been made 
in four hours and forty minutes, twentj 
minutes less than the schedule time of 
the Air Line express, the fastest train 
over the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford. The best time on this part of 
the run was made between New York 
and New Haven—74 miles—tins distance 
being covered in one hour and twenty- 
six minutes. The trip cost Mr. Paine 
close to five hundred dt liars, and the 
saddest part of it is that his wife died be- 
fore he reached her bedside. 


The train which carried II J. May- 


ham from Chicago to Denver broke the 
record for fast long distance running. 
This means the record for the world and 
not a particular portion thereof. The 
news came to Mr. Mayham one Sunday 
morning in New York that his son, who 
had gone to Colorado for his health, was 
dying at Denver. At 10 o'clock that, 
morning Mr. Mayham boarded the Penn- 
sylvania Limited for Chicago. The train 
makes the trip between New York and 
Chicago in twenty-three hours and ten 
minutes, and therefore it was 9 10 a. m. 
Monday morning when it rolled into the 
Union Station at Chicago. 


While en route Mr. Mayham had wired 


the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy of- 
ficials, asking for what amount a special 
train would be run through from Chicago 
to Denver. Owing to lack of particulars, 
however, the Burlington officials took no 
action in the matter, but sent a represen- 
tative to meet Mr. Mayham at the depot. 
At 9 20, ten minutes after the Limited's 
arrival, the general passenger agent of 
the Burlington, Mr. Eustis, gave orders 
to have an engine and the private car ol 
the general superintendent of the road 
run into Union Station as soou as possi- 
ble. 
Twenty-five minutes later the spec- 


ial train was standing in the station. At 


a mile a minute was attained, the dis- 
tance from Osceola to Preston, 33 miles, 
being covered in 32 minutes, and from 
Preston to Villisca, 36 miles, in 34 min- 
utes, while from Villisca to Red Oak, 1.5 
miles, the time was 15 minutes. Be 
tween Osceola and Pacific Junction four- 
teen minutes were lost. A change of 
engines was made at Preston. At Vil- 
lisca it was discovered that one of the 
trucks of tbe engine was becoming hot, 
and at Red Oak a stop of seven minutes 
was made to change engines and receive 
new orders. The distance from Pacilie 
Junction to McCook is 287, aud the run- 
ning time was 306 minutes, which includ- 
ed a loss of sixteen minutes for changing 
engines aud taking water. The speed, 
therefore, between these points, deduct- 
ing the lost time, was 200 minutes, al- 
most a mile a minute. It is just 25o 
miles from McCook to Denver, ana this 
portion of the Burlington is not particu- 
larly adapted to record-breaking. Yet 
tbe distance was covered in 2(i9 miuutijH. 
The total distance, therefore, between 
Chicago and Denver—1,025 miles—waa 
covered in 1,00'J minutes. This makes 
tbe actual speed maintained during tbe 
entire run a trilie less than a mile a min- 
ute, a feat which was never before ac- 
complished on any railroad for such a 
long distance. 


Not long agoChauncey M. Depew waa 


scheduled to attend a meeting of the 
Board of Regents, at Albany, New 
York. By tbe time his important busi- 
ness in New York city was transacted 
and he was ready logo to .Albany, the 
last legular train which would enable 
him to reach Albany anywhere near the 
time set for tbe board meeting, had de- 
parted. The only way left Jor him to 
reach Albany and keep his engagement 
was to journey by special, aud so he had 
a train made up consisting of an engine, 
his private car and a passenger coach, 
the latter being a steadier. At 32.2.3 p. 
m. tbe train pulled out of the Grand 
Central depot. 
Yonkers was reached in 


a twinkling. Between Yonkers and 
Tarrytown the special made ten miles in 
nice minutes, the top speed reached. 
After leaving Hudson 29 miles were cov- 
ered iu 28 minutes. Albany was gained 
in two hours, thirty-six minutes and nine 
seconds from the time the train left the 
Grand Central depot. 
The distance 


from New York to Albany is 14J miles, 
and the ordinary running time of the 
fastest train is four aud a half hours.

At first there waa no intention ol 


breaking any record. Mr. Mayham had 
agreed to pay the road a dollar a mile for 
the full run, being a total of $1 025. 
This carried no guarantee regarding 
time, the understanding being that the 
schedule would amount to the same as 
that of the fast mail trains. All tbe way 
into Iowa the special ran much better 
than was anticipated, and after this was 
discovered to be a regular thing, the of- 
flciale of the Burlington issued orders to 
run at aa great a speed as safety would 
permit. By reason of the train making 
so much better time than was expected, 
at the majority of the division points 
where stops were made to change en- 
gines there was hardly more time to get 
the new engine* ready than there bad 
been at Chicago. Those who have trav- 
eled between Chicago and Denver will 
appreciate the rapidity with which tbia 
train was bowled along by tbe fact that 
twenty-one stops were made between tbe 
two cities, and that tbeae stops occupied 
four minutes more than an hour. This 
does not include practical stops male at 
railway crossings, at each of which from 
three to four minutes were lost. The 
actual time, therefore, between Chicago 
and Denver, a distance of 1.025 miles, 
was eighteen hours and fifty-three min- 
utes, an average apeed of 54.27 miles an 
hour. Deducting 04 minutes for station 
stops, but not deducting the time lost at 
tbe fourteen crossings referred to, the 
apeed attained by tbe train while in mo- 
tion was aa average of 57 53 miles an 
hour, or a total of seventeen hours and 
forty-nine minutes. 


It is mteiestin? to note the speed at- 


tained between certain stations along the 
route. From Chicago to Aurora, which 
ia "a straight ran with very few curves, 
the distance of 37 miles waa covered in 
36 minutes. Tbe run from Aurora to 
Burlington—169 miles—consumed 175 
minutes. From Burlington to Osceola, 
a distance of 157 miles, tbe run waa made 
in 169 minute?. From Odceola lo Pacific 
Junction, 119 miles, an average apeed of 


THK CONDITION OF SOStK OF THE XI- 


NKItS NKAK I'lTTSBt'KO. 


The Legislative Committee that is in- 


vestigating the condition of the miners 
of the Pittsburg district completed its 
second day of personal inspection amonp 
the miners last Saturday a week. When 
the work was finished, the members of 
the committee made tbe statement that 
no such suffering was ever known by 
them to exist before, and they are well 
convinced that something must be done, 
and at once, to alleviate the condition of 
the unfortunate thousands who are in 
tbe district. 


The territory that was inspected was 


in and about Banning, on the P. and L. 
E. R R , about forty miles above Pitts- 
burg. The miners are unable to make 
more than a dollar a day at the outside, 
and very much more frequently their 
pay for the day is from twenty-five to 
fifty cents 
The greater part of these 


employes are foreigners, there being but 
ten American-born families in the entire 
number. 


Alongside the depot is a row of sheds, 


one story high, and built of unplaned 
boards. The building is about 100 feet 
long by 12 feet deep. It is divided into 
threa departments, for each of which the 
inhabitants pay $6 per month to the 
company. The shed stands ou posts, 
and a small lake of foul water covers tbe 
ground under it. 


la this building 100 people live. In 


the winter time, it is said, four of them 
would lie down in a bed, place a cover 
over themselves, and as many more laj 
on top of them, their heads in an oppo- 
site direction. 
When the weather is 


warm enough their bed is on the floor 
Bread and water form the greater pan 
of their food, with cauned sardines and 
cheese occasionally as luxuries. 


A little further up the stream are a 


number of frame buildings, which an- 
swer the purpose of houses. There is 
absolutely no drainage, and under each 
bouse a poo! of stagnant water stands 
the year around. 
All tbe refuse is 


dumped into the little stream, and a 
spring on one side of it is the only place 
for the miners and their families to se- 
cure water. There has been much sick- 
ness and a number of deaths Intely, all

After leaving fhe settlement in and 


about Banning, the Committee went to 
Jacob's Creek, about three miles below 
Banning, where the Darr Mines of Oa- 
borne & Sager are located. The condi- 
tion of tbe miners here is worse, if any- 
thing, than at the mines at Banning. 
The men work from thiee to four days a 
week, but the wages they receive are so 
small that they can scarcely manage to 
exist. Tbe greater part of the miners 
are foreigners, with a good sprinkling of 
Americana and some negroes. 


The company owns the miserable hov- 


els which shelter the inhabitants. One 
of the most wretched is a shed about 18 
by 12 feet. For this hovel the company 
receives $4 per month, and it would cost 
about S25 to build it. The occupants of 
these houses are Peter Jones, his wife 
and child, and eight "boarders." Where 
tbeae eleven persons manage to find room 
enough to stretch out at night is a mys- 
tery. Inside there waa a varied assort- 
ment of furniture, for the cooking, eat- 
ing and sleeping is all done in one room.

Wheelmen anil Railroad Crossings 


The decision of the Supreme Court of 


Pennsylvania in ^hat will probably be- 
come known aa the "Wheelman's Stop" 
case, possesses an interest not confined to 
this Suite. With the advent of mild 
weather, every wheel in country and 
town will be in ti«e upon many occasions. 
As it is estimated that tlwre are about :i,- 
1100,000 bicyclra in the country, and aa 
ihe lawri of many States, like those of 
Pennsylvania, are based upon the same 
system, the decision is certain to become 
a precedent in other Commonwealths 
where the statutes are not yet clear. 


The plaintiff in the case brought suit 


against a railroad company for injuries 
received m a collision. Before attempt- 
ing to cross the track he circled on one 
side—that is, he made a wheelman's stop, 
which is not a stop at all. Upon his 
own testimony, the court rnled against 
him, holding that he phoiild have "stop- 
ped, looked and listened," and that he 
did not do so. The rule is made to apply 
to all classes, pedestrians as well as wheel- 
men und drivers. 


The decision is not what wheelmen 


would have it, but it is now the law as 
interpreted, and it is at leaet important 
that t'-ey should know what their rights 
under such circumstances are. 


Railroad Company Embarrassed. 


The Circuit Court of Frederick county 


has passed a decree in equity, appointing 
John Hotter, Vincent Seibold, J. R. Mo- 
Sherry and Isaac S. Annan trustees to 
sell tbe Etnmitsburg railroad, together 
with its various franchises and rolling 
stock, providing the interest arid coupons 
on the bonded indebtedness of the road, 
which amount to (33,000, is not, paid 
before May 1st next. 


The road is about eight miles long, aud 


connects with the Western Maryland road 
at Rocky Ridge, and was built about 
twenty-five years ago. The capital etock 
of tbe company is $85,000, with a bonded 
indebtedness of $69,000, and interest on 
which has not been paid for seven years. 
The greater portion of the stock is owned 
by the sifters of Mount St. Joseph College, 
at Emrnitsbtirg. The road was principally 
built for the convenience of transporting 
the scholars of the two Catholic institu- 
tions located near 
!3mniitt>burg.

QUAY'S FRIEXDS TO SAVE BUI FROM

AND OTHER MATTERS. 


The death-knell of another Quay reform 


bill was sounded last week. The newly- 
doomed companion to the civil service re- 
form, anti-assessment and other measures 
is the bill to prevent interference in pri-' 
inary or general .elections, or in the can- 
vases leading thereto, by policemen, fire- 
men or any other employes of municipal- 
ities or of street railways or other corpora- 
tions. This was one of the four bills drawn 
up by Chairman John Russell Young's 
committee of the Republican State Com- 
mittee in accordance with the platforms of 
two Republican State Conventions. All 
four were introduced in the Senate by 
General Gobin. The defeat of the Civil 
Service Reform and Anti-Political Assess- 
ment bills was foretold two weeks ago. As 
their fate is to be shared by the bill relat- 
ing to interference at elections, the only 
Quay reform bill, distinctively so-called, 
remaining with some prospect of being 
enacted is the one to abolish purchase ol 
poll tax receipts by political committees 
and require that tax to be paid personally 
by the citizen assessed or upon his written 
order. 


A Republican remarked that when Sen- 


ator Quay, during the State Chairmanship 
tight, found himself beset on all sides by 
insurrection, he "made rash promises, go- 
ing to reform extremes, and the fulfillment 
of those promises would wreck the organ- 
ization as well as his political self."

The Turks Victorious.

In London the feeling prevails that this 


week will see the la^t of the war, and al- 
ready the powers have taken steps to in- 
terfere and put an end to the hostilities, 


i iermany has put in a condition in her 
agreement to compel an armistice to the 
effect that Greece must give a pledge to 
prevent another outbreak. 


In Constantinople great satisfaction is 


felt over the situation on the frontier, and 
the ne«s of Turkish victory is placarded 
in many places.

A bill authorizing school directors and 


controllers of school districts to levy and 
collect a per capita tax annually for school 
purposes excited much discussion.

Abridged Fish Laws. 


The opening season for fishing in Penn- 


sylvania is as follows : Spreckled trout, 
April 15 to July 15; sen salmon, April 1 to 
July 31 ; black bass, rock bass and wall- 
eyed pike, commonly known aa Susqne- 
hanna salmon, May 30 to January 1 ; lake 
trout, January 1 to October 1 ; piko and 
pickeral, June 1 to February 1; shad and 
herring, January 1 to June 20 ; Penobscot 
salmon, March 1 to August 15. 


No person shall cast, draw, fasten or 


otherwise make use of any seine, drift-net, 
or use any other appliance for the catch- 
ing of fish except rod, hook and line, in 
any rivers, streams or waters of this com- 
monwealth. 


No person shall kill, sell or have in pos- 


session aftpr being killed any spreckled 
trout, save only from April 15 to July 15, 
under penalty of $10 for each fish. No 
person shall take, for sale, any trout less 
than five inches long, or fish in any waters 
for three years in which brook trout have 
been planted by the fish commissioners 
when public notice of said planting has 
been given, under $20 penalty. 


There shall be no shooting, hunting or 


fishing on Sunday,,under penalty of $25.

Value of Xnt-l)eariiig Trees. 
In clearing land, allow the walnut, 


hickory and pecan trees to remain. If 
they bear good nuts they will prove val- 
uable. The common shellbark hickory 
is one of the most desirable. 
The 


Meyer pecan is the laigest of the north- 
ern family and has been distributed 
widely. The pecan and hickories are 
not difficult to transplant. The idea that 
the taproot must be kept intact, is an 
error, as it can be cut back several inches 
without inj ury. 


To grow the trees, gather nuts as soon 


us matured, put them into the ground an 
inch deep and in the spring plant in nur- 
sery rows where they are to remain. In 
autumn I have put 1,000 pecans mixed 
with sand into a box and exposed them 
to all kinds of weather until spring. 
Just as they wore begiuniug to sprout I 
planted them one inch deep and found 
that 90 per cent, of them grew. After 
the first leaves have appeared above the 
ground, give them good cultivation, 
keeping the surface soil stirred aud the 
land free from weeds. 
They can be 


transplanted, but considerable care must 
be exercised.

The successful grower of farm 
and market produce need uot therefore 
score himself too deeply even if he can- 
not sell his stuff so well as be can grow 
it. Yet it should ue well sold. Some- 
times the best way out of the difficulty 
is to look up a man who has the com- 
mercial instinct, and let him do the sell- 
ing. Failing this, a man may educate 
himself to some extent. One of the suc- 
cessful ones says that success demands a 
definite object from the start.

stitute at Springfield, III., F. J. Berry, 
the Chicago horse auctioneer, classified 
horses suitable for foreign trade as fol- 
lows: 1. Drivers and coachers, which 
must be well bred, of good color, from 
l.ij to 16^ hands, with fine head and 
neck, plenty of bone and substance, good 
knee action and plenty of quality. They 
must be good travellers and if they have 
some speed, all the better. This class of 
horses has already advanced very much 
in price. 
'2. The cab horse, weighing 


about I1UO Ibs., 13} hands, a rugged but 
smooth made horse, with bone and sub- 
stance, and a fair traveller. 3. The'bus 
horse, weighing 1:200 to 14(10 Ibs., JU 
hands, smooth, rugged, and one that can 
move off at a fair gait and shape himself 
well in harness. 
4. The draft horse, 


which should weigh J.iOC to ISOOlbs.. 
rucged made, good bone, and blocky 
built, with smooth finish and a first-class 
draft horse in every respect. 
5. The 


American trotter, whicl, in all cases 
must be a high-bred horse with plenty of 
bone and action, and substance, high 
finish, good disposition, and the more 
speed he has the higher price he will 
bring.

Besides clearing up outside, most of 


the season's advance culture, in the 
majority of homes, will be carried on in 
the windows. Too many of the plants 
thus raised will fail when put outside, 
because they have had too little fresh 
air, too little space, too little cultivation, 
but too much heat, aud, very often, too 
much sunshine. Very young seedlings 
will never endure full sunshine in south 
windows. Success inheres largely, too 
in placing the plants in rooms without 
lire heat just as early as one dare, aud in 
turning the boxes frequently. 
These 


window youngsters must have close aud 
careful attention, or all our anticipatory 
\vork will be wasted. Young tomato 
plants are almosr the only exception to 
the rule for cool culture.

liovernor Hastings at the beginning 


of the present session warned the Legis- 
lature that the revenues of the Slate tor 
the next two years would amount to but 
•iiy.i'JT 6-j, 
1-, acd there would have to be 


either a cut-down of appropriations or 
an increase of revenues. The latter al- 
ternative promptly commended itselt 
to the legislative favor, as was indica 
ted by the introduction of several bills 
for the imposition of additional taxeu 
which would replenish the reserves ol 
ot the State to some extent. 


But having virtually discharged theit 


duty in this respect the lawmakers seem 
to feel that they owe it to themselves 
not to become frugal with to sudden a 
jolt. According, tLere are now pending 
in committees various bills to provide 
for the orgauixatiou of Commissions 
which if enacted, would eat up more 
than the additional revenue secured 
from the new taxes and saddle upon the 
taxpayers for all time to come a new 
breed of office-holders 


That there exists auy public necessity 


for any of the Commissions proposed 
has not been shown in or out of the 
Legislature. 
Their 
establishment 


would simply nwau the taking from the 
State Treasury annually of halt a rnill- 
iou dollars for the support of political 
dependents, and the diversion of just 
that amount from actual chanties. I j 
the existing condition of the Treasurj 
such a game of grab would mean political 
suicide for the party in power. If Gov- 
ernor Hastings would suve his party 
and serve the State he should not hesi- 
tate to use his veto power against every 
Commission scheme that shall come 
within bis reach.

State Houses aeem to be troublesome 


property. The controversy over that of 
Massachusetts, which resulted in the 
erection at enormous expense, of the 
worst-placed public building, except, per- 
haps, the Boston Court House, in the 
civilized world ; the scandals which en- 
shrouded the $20,000,000 Capitol at Al- 
bany ; the alarming settlements which 
took place in that at Hartford soon after 
its completion, and the'curiousdevice by 
which they werestopped; the complaints 
over the Galvanized iron architecture of 
the seat of government of Texas and the 
wooden marblework of the New Jersey 
State House, are all fresh in the minds 
of our professional readers, and now the 
compartment of Pandora's box reserved 
for State House matters seems to bave 
been opened again. 


The Pennsylvanians, after having lost 


their Capitol at Harrisburg by fire, are 
deep in the discussion of a new one, and 
whether to rebuild the old one or put a 
new one on the same site or utilize an 
old building in a new place, they cannot 
decide. Many people wish to remove 
the capital of the State to Philadelphia, 
and as an advance upon this idea it is 
pointed out that the Memorial Hall, in 
Fairmouiit Paik, the only permanent 
building remaining fiom the exhibition 
of 1870, was designed, under instructions, 
so as to be available for the purpose. 
One would suppose that the architect o£ 
the stiueture, which was intended for 
the exhibition of pictures and dtatues, 
must have passed some unhappy hours 
in trying to adapt it both to this purpose 
and to that of accommodating a State 
Legislature, .but, independent of the 
question whether it could really be used 
for the latter purpose without alterations 
which would cost as much as a new 
building, the Memorial Hall has the rep- 
utation of being a leaky and poorly built 
structure, which has been a constant 
source of expense and would probably 
not improve with age. 


Meanwhile the people of Minnesota 


have not beer/quite happy about the lo- 
cation of the new State I/ouse which 
they hope to have. It was originally in- 
tended to bave it in St. Paul, but at the 
time of the admission of Minnesota into 
the Union provision was made for estab- 
lishing the capital in Kandiyohl county, 
and the people of that county appealed 
to the courts to compel the abandoument 
of the St. Paul site. The decision has 
just been made that the claim of the 
Kandiyohl county people cannot be sus- 
tained, but an appeal may perhaps be 
taken, and meanwhile work on the State 
House is delayed. 


Carl Sclmrz on the Forestry

be easy to the national government.

Why 
should not a few battalions be organized 
and specially instructed as forest guards 
for such service ? There could hardly 
be a more useful employment for the 
soldier in time of peace. 


The next problem will be to keep the 


forests so saved from devastation in a 
state of c instant and profitable renewal, 
so as to make them a source of public 
revenue. This is a matter of science and 
of administration. In this respect sev- 
eral .European countries present to us a 
noble example and a vast store of exper- 
ience ; and it ia to be hoped that we have

This is an experience 
which especially the governor of New 
York, if he is in earnest with his forestry 
policy, should not a moment forget.

this country, the matter of forest preser- 
vation and renewal is far more important 
than the tariff or the currency. But it 
is the sober truth. Nor is there any 
time to be lost. We have already Binned 
overmuch ; and unless we make haste to 
stop the progress of ruin and to repair 
the injury done, our children will curse 
the wanton recklessness of their fathers.

At the present time the few remain- 


ing members of this once mighty race 
aremostly confined in zoological gardens. 
U'ith the advance of civilization the 
buffaloo were pushed farther and farther

reduced, but so immense were the herds 
that those animals killed by the settlers 
and Indians to supply their needs would 
not have resulted in extermination. 


With the building of railroads the 


buffalo hunting became a business for 
the profit of the meat and skin", though 
many thousands were destroyed for the 
sport only, the tongue alone b ing taken 
and the rest left for the birds and wolves.
